The mobilization of the army 
continues on a large scale. The war 
minister has signed a contract with 
the firms of Krupp and Mauser for 200 
field guns* 200,000 rifles and 100,000,- 
000 cartridges at a cost of (12,500,000. 


Bofia, Bulgaria, Aug. 25.—The gen- 


eral situation in Macedonia is fast 
becoming intolerable. Rumors of pil- 
lage and murder at Monastir and un- 
speakable atrocities in other vilayets 
are authenticated. 


The official and diplomatic circles 


alike are concerned, having every rea- 
son to fear that only & part of the 
horrors 
enacted In the Interior of 


Macedonia have come to light as yet 
The revolutionary coriSbilttees 
are 


doing their utmost to force the hands 
of the Bulgarian government, and the 
Immediate outlook is serious. 


The mutilated corpses of 90 omen 


and children were found in one build- 
ing-; pieces of the bodies had been 
thrown into the street. Fifteen of the 
principal merchants of the town were 
killed and their heads exhibited on 
poles at Monastir. The churches were 
demolished, the houses sacked, and 
the town is now In a heap of ashes. 
The populace fled to the hills, where 
they are In a starving condition. 


The Dnevik also asserts that a gen- 


eral massacro has taken place In the 
whole vilayet of Monastlr. Nearly all 
the villages have been destroyed. The 
treacherous murder of 80 Insurgent 
by their guards near Monastir has 
made an especially bad Impression 
here. 


Eight villages to the north of Losen- 


grad have been burned by Bashl Ba- 
zouks, while the Insurgents attacked 
two Turkish posts in the vicinity of 
the same town and killed their entire 
garrisons, consisting of 60 soldiers

Sunday morning, July 26, the only 
train running on the Gulf & Interstate 
railroad pulled into 
the 
passenger 


station at Beaumont just 1,040 days 
ilate. Starting from Galveston on the 


I morning of Sept. 8, 1900, it has been 
' stalled half way between the two 
cities since that date. Special festiv- 
ities marked the arrival of the belated 
No. 1. 


Of the passengers who started with 


the train many met their d^eath. The 
others walked and rode in wagons, 
leaving the engine more than two 
years and a half behind. In the wind, 
rain and weather the train has stood 
where it was stalled so long ago to 
be finally rescued and brought to 
cover as a relic of other days. 
The* 


same locomotive that started so long 
ago pulled the same weather-beaten 
and dilapidated coaches through to 
tho destination that should have been 
reached four hours after the start 
was made. 


The Gulf & Interstate railroad was 


originally constructed as 
a freight 


road for the haulage of granite for 
use on the Galveston jetties. 
Passen- 


ger trains were put on, and the road 
did a prosperous business up to the 
time it left Galveston on the morning 
of Sept. 8, 1900. Half way between 
the two cities the train was caught in 
the terible storm that overwhelmed 
Galveston. 


Some of the passengers left the 


coaches to seek safety in the house 
close at hand. Others remained and 
were joined by 
inhabitants 
from 


round about. Not a person who re- 


mained on the cars 
was 
injured. 


Those who left met death in the wa- 
ter that rose up over the land. 


But the track both ahead and be- 


hind the train was washed away. Not 
a vestige of the rails remained ex- 
cept beneath the wheels of the train. 
The passengers subsisted 
for 
two 


days upon supplies brought from farm 
houses before the full force of the 
elements swept them away, and upon 
the fruit and candy in the stock of 
the train peddler. When the 
water 


went down and the ground dried up 
the men and women who had started 
from Galveston on the morning of the 
storm set out to walk the remaining 
thirty miles to their destination. They 
reached Beaumont in safety. 


Since that time the road has been 


in the hands of a receiver. The de- 
stroyed track was not rebuilt.and the 
abandoned train had for almost three 
years been standing on the prairie as 
though it had been picked up and 
dropped on the spot. 


Within the past year the road, as 


much as was left, was sold. A bonus 
for its reconstruction was demanded, 
and the amount raised in Beaumont 
and Galveston. The old roadbed has 
been utilised for tho new track, and 
the rails laid to the abandoned train 
An engineer was sent to the rusty lo- 
comotive, and succeeded in fixing it 
in shape for the run to Beaumont. 


When it pulled into 
tho station, 


two years, nine months, and twenty- 
six days behind, it was greeted by sa- 


, lutes from all the engines in 
the 


Beaumont yards. In the cars rode the 
officials of the road. The event was 
made the occasion for a general cele- 
bration in the city.

St. Louis, Aug. 25. — The Amateur 


Athletic Union's Olympic committee, 
vested with* full power to arrange for 
the Olympic games of 1904, at the 
world's fair, held their final meeting 
here this week with J. E. Sullivan, 
chief of the department of physical 
culture. 
The members of the com- 


mittee present were President Wal- 
ter H. Liginger of the Amateur Ath- 
letic union, E. E. Babo, Harry McMil- 
lan, H. C. Garneau and John J. O'Con- 
nor. 


As all the athletic events'that will 


be held during the year will take place 
under the rules of the Amateur Ath- 
letic union, whereby 
athletes who 


compete must be amateurs and regis- 
tered athletes, the 
committee dis- 


cussed at length just how they would 
proceed in relation 
to the foreign 


athletes' right to 
compete without 


registration. 
It struck the commit- 


tee as being only fair that some con- 
ession should be made on this par- 
ticular question, and after a lengthy 
discussion the representatives of the 
Western association of the Amateur 
Athletic union which control this dis- 
trict, John J. O'Connor and H. C.

instructed. 
Zimmerman, with 


many followers, is here in charge of 
hie canvass. While Johnson did not 
rrive until Tuesday noon with a spe- 
ial trainload of friends from Cleve- 
and, his managers were very active 
icre. Following the withdrawal of 
Bookwalter as the Johnson candidate 
for senator, the Zimmerman men in- 
augurated 
a raid on the Johnson 


ranks, claiming that the instructions 
for Johnson for governor applied only 
to the balloting on Wednesday and 
not to the selection of members of the 
committees 
on credentials, resolu- 


tions, etc. The Johnson men met this 
charge by saying It was a confession 
of weakness'and insisted that the in- 
structions applied to the selection of 
members of the nfew state central 
committee and the entire organization 
of the convention. It is still conceded 
that the one securing a majority of 
the committee on credentials will be 
nominated for governor. 


Fight on Clarke. 


The Zimmerman men are also mak- 


ng desperate efforts to make a break 
n the Johnson ranks because of the 
ndorsement of John H. Clarke of 
Cleveland In place of Bookwalter, and 
n this matter they have caused the 
bhnson managers some trouble. One 
of the written statements given out 
rom the Zimmerman headquarters 
barges that Johnson first failed to 
get Melvln Ingalls of Cincinnati to go 
on his slate for senator, and then 
Mayor Sam tones of Toledo likewise 
declined, and now Bookwalter. Then 
after stating that Clarke voted against 
Bryan In 1896 and for him under pro- 
test in 1900, the statement asks, who 
will be next? Some of the free silver 
enthusiasts, who are Instructed for 
Johnson for governor, are o3t openly 
against Clarka for senator, and the 
indications are that this opposition 
Will be carried to the floor of the eon- 
rentlon If the committee on resolu- 
tions Includes In its report the in- 
dorsement of Clarke. 


While the Zimmerman men are not 


In favor of Indorsing anyone for sen- 
ator or of the Chicago or Kansas City 
platforms, they are calling Clarke all 
sorts of names, such as a McKlnley 
Democrat and "one of "Cleveland's 
bunko steerers." 
The Zimmerman 


men favor a conservative platform, 
such as the party had in Ohio four 
years ago when John R. McLean head- 
•d the Democratic ticket for governor, 
with additions for home rule, denounc- 
ing the new Ohio code and favoring 
reforms in state institutions. The 
Johnson men want to declare for the 
reafflrmation of last year's platform, 
when Johnson had undisputed control 
of the state convention, with addi- 
tional planks favoring 2 cents per 
mile on steam railways and 3-cent 
fares on street railroads and the refer- 
endum. The platform as well as the 
ticket and the organization for next 
year and everything else depends 
upon the settlement of the contested 
seats, and the places of greatest Im- 
portance on this occasion are those 
representing their congressional dis- 
tricts on the credentials committee.
